WHAT'S NEW AT PBCC LIBRARY???? 


The A-V Center at Central now circulates videotapes to all 
other campus libraries, for use by all faculty. 


The Processing and Acquisitions departments have been 
combined in order to provide even more efficient and 
speedy ordering, cataloging, and processing. Currently we 
are considering the purchase of a cataloging system 
(Bibliophile) which has the potential of saving money and 
staff time. 


Starting this month the Library will be actively pursuing 
interlibrary loan requests for faculty throughout Florida by 
way of the Florida Libray Information Network (FLIN). 


Hal Foster and Dean Paul Glynn are working on the 
organization of the PBCC Archives. After completion of the 
sorting and cataloging, the archival collection will be open 
to the College and the public. 


A PBCC clippings file has been developed. Articles relating 
to the College and to the community are clipped daily and 
filed in the Florida Vertical File. 


Student tours of the LLRC are on the increase, Our library 
orientation program has resulted in increased use of the 
library in all departments. Many people have commented 
how busy we are and stated, "I've never seen so many 
people in the Library before." Kudoes to Carol Blum. 


Rosemarie Lowrey has moved to the position of Reference 
Librarian and Carole Blum has joined our staff as Faculty 
Services Librarian. Rosemaire's expertise in this area 
coupled with her service attitude is much appreciated. 
Carole is currently planning various activities designed to 
help faculty and students rediscover the Library. We'll keep 
you posted, 


A Library survey has been distributed among the students 


In order to assess their needs in the library and to identify 
areas in which they find our services helpful or needing 
change. A faculty survey will soon be delivered to all of the 
faculty members on campus. 


Magazine Index Plus (InfoTrac I), a CD ROM program, has 
been Installed on the periodicals floor. This computerized 
subject index to thousands of articles supplemented by 
many of the actual articles on microfilm has already proven 
to be an excellent search tool for our students, Magazine 
Index, a subject index to periodical literature on microfilm, 
housed in the reference room on the third floor is equally 
helpful. Both programs have been well-received by stu- 
dents and faculty and will be with us, on a preview basis, 
for the entire semester. 


Anyone planning a trip throughout the United States or 
Canada is invited to stop in at the Periodicals floor to 
browse through our collection of pamphlets and tourist 
Information. 


A new collection of audio books (books on tape) have 
been added to the software collection of our A-V 
Department. The collection of self-help and fictional material 
is available for checkout to anyone with a valid PBCC 
library card. Watch for new titles to be displayed as they 
arrive in the showcase on the A-V floor of the Library.
